heat and bitterneſle of ſpirit did they vex and perſecute the 
moſt ſtri&t, godly and conſcientious people of the Land, 
ſharpening the edge of the Law againſt rhem, who differed. 
onely from them -in circumſtantials? Yet how coole were 
they in proſecuting of Papiſts, who difter from us in funda- 
mentals? they were ratler cheriſht,countenanced,and kept 
from the ſtroke of the Law, then puniſht by it : How exa& 
were they in all their antick geſtures, veſtures,cringings;care 
riages, in all their outward atts of worſhip, yet never regar- 
ded the inward and ſpiritual part of Gods worſhip. Alwhich 
they look after, is an out-{ide worſhip, the ſpurious vanity of 
their own inventions they would tender to the people under 
the notion of decency.

There may be likewiſe reaſons in the inſtruments which 
God doth raiſe to heale this Land, why we are not cured, 
There are three evils in Phyſitians, which keeps the Patient 
from recovery. Firſt, Covetouſneſſe. Secondly, Too much | 
Mercifulnefle. Or thirdly, Diviſion among themlelves ; 
when one Phyſitian is of this mind. the other of a contrary 
judgement. Now if theſe three ſhould be found in our State- 
Phyſitians ; this will wonderfully obltru& the healing of our 
Nation : For the firſt, are there not many among us, (who 
like covetous Phyſitians, keep back their Patients health , 
that they might pocket the more fees ) who endevour what 
in them lyes to keep back a Kingdomes cure: As for our 
Worthies of Parliament, none ſhew themſelves to be free 
from {elfeiſh advantages more then they, they deny them- 
ſelves 1n their ſtately dwellings, and are contented with an 
obſcure chamber, they abridge themſelves in their country 
contentments, toyling and labouring 1n the travell of their 
ſoules, waſting their ſpirits, conſuming their eſtates to doe 
the Kingdome {ervice inthat place and worke to which they 
were called. They, I fay, of all men deſerve the leaſt {uſpt- 
tion of gui/tin this kind ; but yet let the great Commanders, 
and old Souldiers in our Armies with others who have gain- 
tull. offices .(while theſe troubles laſt) beware leſtthey be 
tound guilty of the lengthening out of our troubles, © -

For the ſecond Evill (if I may ſo call it) in-a Phyfitian, 
which hinders the recovery of his Patient, is too much pity 
or Mercifulneſſe, loath to put him to pain, loath to apply a 
corroding plaiſter, to have a limbe cut off, though it be to 
the ſaving the whole body; too much pity,in ſome.cates,may 
doe the patient as much hurt as a mercilefle cruelty. I have 
ſometimes feared, alwayes pray'd, that too much mercy and 
pity in our State- Phyfitians might not retard the healing of 
the Land; men who have deſerted their truſt, falſified their 
Covenants, how ſoon are they received into favour, enjoy 
their cſtate as if they were never enemies: Oh how are Neu- 
traliſts and Malignants ſpared, and the heavieſt burdens lye 
on the ſhoulders of the wel-aftefed.who have lentten times 
more voluntarily.to maintain the Parliaments juſt war, then 
Malignants (who have ten times more eftates) have done by 
conſtraint.

the fellowſhip of the Goſpel. Thirdly, a Civil or Politt- 
cal Pe.ce, in oppoſition to War or trouble in a Nation 
which ceni-{ts in the reguJar ordering or Government of a 
State according to Law, when not diſturbed by an inteftine 
Rebellion or forratpn Invaſion. T o this latter hath my Text 
a reference: That although the Jews would be carried cap= 
tiveinto Babylon for 70. years, there be 1nflaved in their 
perſons, infringed 1n their Liberties, impovertſht in ther 
Eſtates, and their lives endangered by their enemies round 
about, yet they ſhould have Peace and Truth alſo.

FI Truth 
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2. Truth may beaduiterated as well as Peace, you had 
need take heed you be not cheared : there are cunning Jug- 
lers who wou'd interduce an huge heap of needlefle Cere- 
monies, and preſent 1tto you under the notion of Decercy; 
who would give a tolterarion to Poperie in this Land,under 
the nction of having a ſpeciall reſpect to tender Conſcen- 
ces5 who would ſtill maintaine Epiſcopacy init's Pomp, 
and the Common-Prayer- Book in its uſe, under the no- 
tion of having Religion ſetled as in the pureſt times of 
Queen E1iz.:beth, 1 conclude this direCtion as I began it, 
have a ſpecia)l care that theſe Ingredients, Peace and Truth 
be not counterfeited. 

I come now to the ſecond Direction, touching the uſe of 
theſe Ingredients, 

Dire 2 Take heedof pejudice againſt ether Phyſitians, or Phy- 
'** ficke preſcnibed by them. Prejudice hath beene very pre- 
judiciall to ſome fick Patients. Theſe Phyſitians are of 
two ſorts: firſt, State-Phyſitians : ſecondly, Church-Phy- 
ſitians. Firſt, harbour not a ſpirit of prejudice agzinſt 
our State-Phyſitians - Ohthink not that a Parliament do 
more aime at themſelves then at a Kingdomes good, doe 
' not ſo miſ-conſture their ations, as 1f all their indeavours 
were to get Revenues and profit for themſelves ; the Vote 
which lately paſt the Honourable Houſe of Commons, for 
the diſplacinzof their Members from any Offices in Civil 
or Military atlaires, is acleare Demonſtration of the con- 
trarie : be nct prejudiced againft the Phyſick neither which 
they preſcribe, which 1s the Solezm League and Covenant, 
wherein you protelt againſt Mahgnity and Neutrality in 
this Common cauſc; toendeavour the preſervation and 
Reformation of Religion, in the three Kingdomes. Then 
ſecondly, harbour not a prejudice againft our Church- 
Pliyfitiansz I meane the moſt Religious and Learned Aflem- 
bly of Divines. T here are two ſorts who entertain a preju- 
ice 
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dize againſt them. 1. Some out of an obſtinate Maleyo- 
lency. 2. Others out of undiſcerned infirmity, or need=- 
lefle ſcrupuloſity, For the firſt ſort, they crie out, ye take 
too much upon you ye ſons of Levi. A Synod is a place, fate 
they, for Biſhops and Deans, and Arch-Deacons who are 
to ſit there Ex pretos for thoſe alone that are choſen by 
the Clergie ( who forthe moſt part are as corrupt as then 
{<lvcs)and not for Puritan-Preachers; they crie them cown 
becauſe they are againſt pluralities of Benefices, agunſt a 
ſcandalousand idlein-ſufficient Miniftery, againſt Epiſcc- 
pacy and Common-prayer-book ; this hath opened the 
mouthes of Malignants againſt them. But there are aſe- 
cond ſort, even amon? them that profeſle Godliniie, who 
out of infirmity and ſcrupuloſity, fo judge of the Aflembly 
as Tb in his diltemper did of his friends, chap. 13. 4. Tee Job. 11.4. 
are Phyſitians of no value « Are there not ſore who deem 
themrhe I1mbsof Antichritt, to carry on them the arke of 
the Beaſt, that they Lord it over the conſcience 5 that 11 
time they will be as ba4 as the Biſhops, thar they bring in a 
ridged Presbytery ; theſe with ſuch like jealonfies are fo- 
mented. Oh that wen knew from what ſpirit ſuch harſh 
cenſures did anfe. | |

- I Is the abundance of Peace and Tr4!h the Ingredi- Uſe rx, 
ents-which God doth uſe to heal a difempered King- 
dom ? O then be willing ro be at any coſt to buy theſe 
Ingredients, venture on any hazards, run on any diffticul- 
ties, undergo any hardſhips, ' parc with any thing that is 
pleaſant or-dear to you, to purchaſe theſe preſervatives 
for our Nation. - 2, 

2. Abarenor one ſcruple of theſe Ingredients. There 
are ſome Stariſts who may think a Peace may give dil- 
taſte to ſome Military men; that 77th would diſturb 
Malignants, and that to be exact 19 matters that concern 
God, might beat off ſome of the moderate party , there- 
fore a ſmall pittance of Trath ſhall ſufice, ſo.much as 
Malignants or the Moderate Party can bear with, 'or 
{wallow down ; no more then will ſuit with every mans 
humor. Is not this like the practice of a fooltſh covet- 
ous man, of whom tis ſtoried, Thr having bought a 
pair of ſhooes which were too ſhort for his feet, becauſe 
lis ſhooes were not fit: for his feer, he would therefore 
cut'his Toes to make his feet fit for his ſhooes : They are 
little wiſer who wouldclipor pare the Traths of God 
to have them ſuit with the humors of men. *'Twas an 
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Heroick reſolution of Luther « Fat jaſiitiaruat celum, 
Let Treth have place, let this Ingredient Trath beap- 
 plyed, no matter though it pleaſe not fome palates, 
though it agree not wirh with ſome conſtitutions. 

3. Is Peace and Truth the Ingredients which muſt 
heal us? O then dote not too much on this Treaty of 
Peace (which is this day beginning) as if withont all 
peradventure this Treary muſt heal all our Diſtempers, 
compoſe all our Differences, remove all our Burthens, 
and accompliſh ail our Hopes. Alas, beloved ! there is 
a great gulf between our Enemies and us : there are a 
generation of men that cannot endure ſuch corroding 
Corraſives, and purging Phyfick, as God in my Text 
preſcribes, men who are neither lovers of Peace nor 
Treth, 1. Not lovers of Peace, bur ſtill carry blood 
znd revenge 1n their hearts againſt us, making the well- 
affeacd of the Nation the Batr of all their malice ; who 
do not only hate our Bodtes,but our Souls, who in their 
cups drink an health to our damnation; Is it likely to 
havea Peace with ſuch men as theſe 2 whiles they cul 
tinue thus, .we can as ſoon make fire and water to agree, 
yea (I had almoſt ſaid) reconcile Heaven and Hell, as 
rhetr ſpirits and ours, either they muſt grow better, or 
we muſt grow worſe, before we can agree. Then {econd- 
Iy, not lovers of Truth: Will the blood-thirſty Re- 
bels of /relazd ? the idolatrous Papiſts of Ezglazd ? the 
pompous Prelates ? the reſt of the corrupt Clergy,and 
the profaner fort among rhe Natdon, who joyn hand in 
hand rogether 3 Are theſe likely tobe Patrons of Truth? 
Deceive nor your ſelves, there 1s little likelihood of a 
Peacewith ſuch : what I ſaid before I ſay again, Either 
they muſt grow better or we muſt wax worſe, before 
wecanagree. Although I do diſſyade you not to doate 
ppon this Treaty yet 


4. Let 
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4. Let me entrear all you who are Favorites in the 
Court of Heaven, that you would employ all the inter- 
eft you have in God in pouring forth importunate re- 
queſts unto him, that a good iſſue mighr come to this 
Kingdom by this Treaty, that God (who carries an 0- 
ver-ruling hand over the Spirits of men) would encline 
the Hearts of our Enemies, who are in Arms againſt ns, 
to be at Peace withus; andrthat God himſelf, who is - 
 thewife Phyftcian of + Nations, would undertake our 
cure, andreſtore Health to this dying and diſtempered 
_— and reveal to it the abundance of Peace and 
Truth,
